DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
discloses connection means which permits limited movement of one half-shell relative to 
the other in a direction perpendicular to the plane of the mouth of the two half-shells and 
a female element which is formed by a bridge-like wall defining an open-ended slot in 
which the male element can be inserted and wherein said anchoring ends can engage 
the sidewalls delimiting the open-ended slot. The closest references were the 
combination of Liu (U.S. Patent No. 5,417,339) in view of Neely (U.S. Patent No. 
4,21 2,41 5). The references did not include the limited movement of the shells in a 
perpendicular direction and did not disclose the anchoring ends engaging the sidewalls, 
which, as mentioned above, was required in the Applicant's claims.
